Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  the  following  Report  upon  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough  of  Kidderminster  for  the 
Year  1907. 

The  Return  of  Deaths  and  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases 
I herewith  hand  you  duly  completed. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  550  Births,  or  22*26  in 
the  thousand  : — Males,  285  ; Females,  265. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  from  all  causes,  which  have 
been  registered  is  366  ; the  number  in  each  sex  being  188  Males 
and  178  Females. 

Deaths  in  the  Workhouse,  73.  Residents,  53 ; Non- 
Residents,  20. 

Deaths  in  the  Infirmary,  28.  Residents,  18  ; Non- 
Residents,  10.

Typhoid  Fever. — There  have  been  five  cases  during  the 
year.  One  was  a casual  in  the  Workhouse  ; he  was  ill  when  he 
came  into  the  town.  One  an  Infirmary  case,  a non-resident  ; a 
third  was  an  imported  case.  When  this  man  was  recovering,  his  wife 
and  child  contracted  the  disease.  No  death  occurred.  In  the  latter 
case  I inspected  the  premises  and  found  nothing  insanitary.  The 
man  was  being  nursed  by  his  wife. 

Anthrax. — Three  cases  have  occurred,  all  females,  ages  17 
years,  22  years,  and  24  years ; engaged  in  three  different  spinning 
mills  in  the  Borough.  Each  case  was  treated  at  the  Infirmary,  and 
recovered. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Fourteen  cases : six  removed  to  the 
Borough  Hospital ; no  deaths.  Only  one  house  had  two  cases  in  it. 
Two  streets  had  a second  case.  Six  occurred  in  separate  localities, 
two  in  the  Infirmary,  one  of  whom  was  a non-resident. 

Diphtheria.— Eight  cases,  one  death.  One  case  occurred 
in  the  Infirmary,  a non-resident.  Another  case  had  been  visiting 
Birmingham,  and  the  day  after  its  return  home  it  developed  Diph- 
theria. A few  days  following  a second  case  occurred  in  this  home. 
The  five  other  cases  occurred  in  different  parts  of  the  Borough,  but 
no  specific  cause  could  be  discovered.  Most  of  the  cases  were  of  a 
very  mild  type. 

Measles. — In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a few  cases  occur- 
red, but  no  deaths. 

Respiratory  Diseases. — Under  this  heading  are  in- 
cluded : — Pneumonia,  Bronchitis,  and  Pleurisy.  During  the  year 
65  deaths  have  been  registered,  being  6 deaths  more  than  in  1906. 
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Phth  isis. — The  deaths  from  this  disease  have  been  two  more 
than  in  1906,  being  21  deaths.  I have  prepared  a table  showing 
what  were  the  occupations  of  the  deceased  persons.  Four  of  the 
twenty-one  cases  occurred  in  the  Workhouse. 

Infantile  Mortality. — Compared  with  last  year  our  total 
births  are  less  by  65,  being  550  for  1907,  615  for  1906.  Yet  the 
mortality  of  infants  under  one  year  is  only  7 less,  being  77  for  1907 
and  84  for  1906.  This  causes  our  mortality  per  1000  births  to  be  a 
little  higher  than  in  1906,  viz.,  140  per  1000.  Premature  births 
are  responsible  for  17  of  the  deaths.  If  we  had  no  premature  births 
our  infant  mortality  rate,  according  to  some  Medical  Officers  of 
Health,  would  be  a perfect  one. 

The  following  shows  you  the  ages  at  which  the  infants  die: — 


On  Table  5 you  will  find  the  causes  of  death. 


We  still  continue  to  supply  the  Registrar  with  copies  of 
instructions  on  the  rearing  and  feeding  of  infants,  which  are  handed 
to  each  person  registering  a birth.  I am  of  an  opinion  that  this 
method  of  distributing  useful  information  to  the  right  persons  is 
beginning  to  bear  fruit.  Our  infantile  mortality  for  1907  is  below 
the  average  for  the  past  ten  years.  Average  for  past  10  years, 
154*14;  for  1907,  140*00  per  1000  births. 

I must  point  out  that  a large  section  of  our  female  popula- 
tion are  employed  in  the  spinning  and  carpet  factories  of  the  town. 

The  Birth  Rate  per  1000  population  is  22*26;  in  1906  it  was 
24  89.  I have  prepared  a table  on  page  12,  showing  the  excess  of 
births  over  deaths  since  1888,  a period  of  20  years. 

Marriages. — The  number  of  marriages  which  took  place 
within  the  Borough  for  1907  was  276.  The  number  for  1906  was 
278. 

Illegitimacy. — Thirty-six  births  have  been  registered  during 
the  year.  Males  26,  t emales  10.  Eight  of  the  births  occurred  in 
the  Workhouse.  Total  illegitimate  births  for  1906,  39. 
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Hospital. — The  Hospital  work  for  the  year  has  been  a light 
one.  The  following  are  the  cases  I have  received  and  treated  : —

Factory  and  Workshops  Acts. — These  places  are  regu- 
larly inspected,  and  on  the  whole  are  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

Section  22  of  the  Public  Health  Act  Amendment  Act,  1890, 
is  in  force  in  Kidderminster.  The  standard  of  sufficiency  and  suit- 
ability of  sanitary  accommodation  which  we  adopt  is  that  contained 
in  the  Home  Office  order,  No.  89,  of  1903. 

Closure  of  Schools. — During  the  year  the  following  schools 
have  been  closed  under  my  advice,  in  consequence  of  outbreaks  of 
Whooping  Cough.

Food  and  Drugs  Acts. — The  usual  number  of  samples  have 
been  taken  under  this  Act.  The  details  will  be  found  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  report  appended. 

Court  Sweeping. — The  sweeping  is  still  carried  on  satis- 
factorily. The  work  is  most  valuable  in  contributing  to  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  Borough. 

Public  Conveniences. — I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report 
that  the  reconstruction  of  the  Public  U rinal,  near  the  Retail  Market,  and 
the  erection  of  Water  Closets  for  Males  and  Females,  with  the  adoption 
of  the  penny-in-the-slot  system,  has  met  a great  want  in  the 
Borough,  also  the  additional  Public  Urinal  and  Closets  erected  at  the 
corner  of  Bridge  Street,  meets  with  the  approbation  of  the  public.  I 
would  still  point  out  the  need  of  a Public  Urinal  somewhere  near  the 
Infirmary,  in  Mill  Street. 

Public  Thoroughfares. — The  roadway  leading  from 
Crowther  Street  to  Mill  Lane,  and  also  the  roadway  leading  from 
Woodfield  Crescent  to  Franchise  Street,  are  in  a bad  state  of 
repair,  both  roadways  being  near  to  Elementary  Schools.  The  said 
roads  have  never  been  metalled  or  curbed. 
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Dirty  Houses.— I have  certified  173  houses  that  required 
cleansing  and  whitewashing,  as  per  section  46  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1875,  and  four  under  section  5 of  the  Infectious  Disease  (Pre- 
vention) Act,  1890. 

Household  Ashes  and  Refuse. — We  are  still  able  to  dis- 
pose of  our  household  ashes  and  refuse  without  difficulty.  The  bulk 
of  it  goes  by  Canal  to  Oldington  Farm.  The  whole  of  this  work  is 
now  done  by  our  own  staff. 

Sewers. — Complaints  concerning  the  sewers  have  been  few 
during  the  year.  An  agreement  has  been  come  to  with  the  Rural 
District  Council  for  our  Borough  to  receive  and  dispose  of  the 
sewage  from  the  Whitville  district. 

Water  Supply. — During  the  year  our  water  supply  has 
been  fairly  satisfactory,  although  the  new  Artesian  Well  has  not 
yet  been  brought  into  use. 

Anthrax  in  Cattle. — On  October  4th,  in  one  of  our  Borough 
cowsheds  a cow  died,  certified  to  have  been  Anthrax.  I visited  the 
premises,  and  saw  that  all  precautions  were  taken  in  reference  to 
the  milk,  cleanliness,  lime-washing,  disinfecting,  and  burning  of  the 
carcase.  No  second  case  occurred. 

Chapels  in  Cemetery. — In  November  I called  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Burial  Committee  to  the  close  proximity  the  bier  and 
coffins  are  placed  to  the  mourners  in  the  two  Mortuary  Chapels, 
and  suggested  that  glass  recesses,  partitioned  off,  should  be  provided. 

I am  informed  steps  are  being  taken  to  adopt  my  suggestions. 

Legislation  of  1907. — As  to  the  adoption  of  the  whole  or 
parts  of  the  Public  Health  Act  (Amendment)  Act,  1907,  I have  to 
report  that  it  is  still  under  the  consideration  of  the  Health 
Committee. 

In  conclusion  I think  I can  say  that  on  the  whole  the  public 
health  of  Kidderminster  for  1907  has  been  exceptionally  good. 
Nothing  has  occurred  calling  for  special  comment. 

Allow  me  again,  at  the  end  of  another  year,  to  thank  the 
Chairman,  Vice-Chairman,  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  the  support  they  have  given  me  in  the  carrying  out  of  my  duties.

Swimming  Instruction 

AS  GIVEN  TO  THE 

Children  in  the  Elementary  Schools  in  the  Borough. 


The  following  report  has  been  received  from  Mr.  Tommis 

Corporation  Baths, 

November  16th,  1907. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  the  following  report  of  the  progress  made 
in  Swimming  and  Life-Saving  Methods  by  scholars  who  have  at- 
tended the  Corporation  Baths  for  swimming  instruction  during  the 
past  season. 

On  account  of  the  exceedingly  wet  and  cold  summer,  and 
the  large  number  of  very  small  children  who  have  attended  the 
baths  for  the  first  time,  the  numbers  who  have  passed  the  twenty- 
five  yards'  test  for  Proficiency  Certificates  and  Free  Passes  have 
not  been  so  large  as  on  previous  occasions. 

Many  of  these  children  had  never  been  in  a swimming  bath  be- 
fore, consequently  a large  amount  of  time  had  necessarily  to  be  devoted 
to  overcoming  their  natural  timidity,  and  in  some  cases,  aversion  to 
water.  As  a result  of  the  preparation  made  this  year,  I anticipate 
a large  increase  in  the  number  of  candidates  for  the  above  test  for 
season,  1908. 

In  connection  with  the  Life-Saving  Classes  the  results  have 
been  most  encouraging,  this  year  proving  a record  with  forty 
awards  for  various  degrees  of  proficiency,  as  against  thirty-two  for 
last  year,  which  was  also  a record. 

I anticipate  the  Kidderminster  Life-Saving  Class  will  again, 
for  the  third  year  in  succession,  occupy  the  premier  position  in 
number  of  awards  in  the  Birmingham  and  District  Branch  of  the 
Royal  Life-Saving  Society.  The  Hon.  Sec.  of  the  latter  was  one 
of  the  examiners,  and  at  the  close  of  the  examination  he  compli- 
mented the  boys  and  girls  on  the  splendid  manner  in  which  they 
had  performed  the  various  tests,  especially  commending  the  girls' 
section  for  their  speedy  and  graceful  swimming. 

The  following  are  the  results  of  the  various  tests,  which  I 
trust  will  meet  with  your  esteemed  approval.  As  many  of  the 
scholars  qualify  for  the  Life-Saving  Society's  awards  after  they 
have  left  school,  their  numbers  are  included  in  those  of  the  school 
they  last  attended  : —
